time. 

In the afternoon this fire was bum* 
Ing on the shore line and up into the 
mountains, In some cases to the peaks 
SDd had traveled a distance of seven¬ 
teen miles. At one point It Jumped 
Kootenay Lake, a distance of from four 
to five miles, and started spot fires in 
the vicinity of Boswell. 

ALONG NEW LINE 
The flames are burning all along the 
route of construction work on the new 
Proctcr-Kootenay Landing railway Une. 
Pate of various construction camps 
alon,T the shoreline housing hundredl 
of men was not known last night. So 
dense was the smoke and heavy the 
gale on the lake that the steamir Na- 
sookin on Us regular Kootenay Land- 
' ing-Nelson run could not make land¬ 
ings except at Proctor. 

So strong was the wind and poor 
the visibility that the steamer was run 
at but slow speed. The vicinity of the 
fire experienced a short rain to-day 
which was of no value. It Is Impos¬ 
sible even to-nlght to get to any con¬ 
struction camps owing to the rocky 
shoreline and the poor vifdblllty. whUu 
other district fires are reported in fair 
condition. 

KEW BLAZES 

During the week ending yesterday 
local forestry officials report 105 fires 
burning in the district with 71 new 
blazes during the week. The grand 
total for the season has reached 840 
fires and It has cost the Government 
$235,000 to date to fight them. Last 
week between 1,700 and 4.000 men were 
battling flames In the south Interior.

live-born Canadians entering the 
United Stales. Figures are based on 
the non-quota visas which native Can¬ 
adians must obtain for immigration. 
They are for the years 1925 to 1938 in¬

Immlaratlon to the United States for| 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 1929. 
was largely accounted for by the de¬ 
cline tn the number of immigrants 
from Canada, the Irish Pree State and 
Mexico.

United States cUlxens have entered 
Canada in Increasing numbers from 
1925 when only 15.914 crossed the 
border. The previous high year was 
1922. when 29.412 emigrated to the

WELL ON HER WAY 


A bout midnight last-night the 

dirigible Graf Zeppelin was about 1,600 miles 
from Angeles, moving 

ihrough a heavy fog at sixty knots an hour. What¬ 
ever dangers this condition may involve for the great 
airships, a collision is not one of them: the Graf 
Zeppelin has the air to herself over the Pacific, and 
can go full speed as long as her navigators know 
Vthcre she is going. She is in constant touch by wire¬ 
less with land stations on this continent, so her where¬ 
abouts and progress will be known up to the end 
of her transoceanic flight. She seems to have en¬ 
countered rough weather after leaving the coast of 
Japan, passing safely through one violent storm, 
which gave her a severe test. 

This test has considerable significance, since it 
proves that it is possible to construct and operate 
airships of this kind capable of withstanding very 
rough weather—and a healthy storm off the Asiatic 
Pacific Coast is no joke. Weather conditions have 
forced the navigators of the Zeppelin to alter her 
course, which diminishes our hopes of seeing the big 
airship pass over the vicinity of Victoria on her way 
south. There was some prospect of this if she ad¬ 
hered to her original course, but according to wire¬ 
less reports she has turned ib a southerly direction, 
and if all goes well is expected to leave the ocean 
somewhere over California.

TROUBLE IN PALESTINE 


NOTE AND COMMENT 


S erious trouble^appears to 

have developed in Palestine. A battalion of 
troops is reported to have beep dispatched there 
from Egypt, and the Admiralty announced that the 
Varships Barham and Sussex were leaving Malta 
for Palestine to-day. Martial law has been pro¬ 
claimed in Jerusalem and a censorship of telegrams 
sent abroad has been established at that place. 

One report says there has been rioting about the 
Wailing Wall in Jerusalem. This suggesU that 
the seat of trouble is the age-long conflict between 
the Jews and the Arabs, which from time to lime 
has flamed into violence, and furnishes a difficult 
problem for-s,^ilish statesmenship. The Wailing 
Wall is part of'lKc'Site of King Solomon’s Temple, 
which, when it fell into the hands of the Arabs, was 
marked by a mosque. 

The Jews always have regarded .this edifice as 
a desecration of sacred ground, and on Fridays many 
of them go to the wall and engage in certain rites 
in whieb ibere is much wailing. Evidently there has 
beefi an outbreak there between them and the Arabs, 
which has spread to other parts of Palestine. Con¬ 
flicts over holy places in the Near East are charged 
with dangerous possibilities, since they might involve 
other localities, particularly those inhabited by the 
countless millions of Mohammedans in Asia and 
Africa. Great Britain, ever on the alert for any¬ 
thing of this kind on account of her large interests 
there, is taking prompt steps to nip the trouble in 
its early stages. 

Palestine is administered by Great Britain under 
a mandate from the League of Nations, which came 
into force in 1923. Her policy there was set forth 
by Earl Balfour in 1917, to the effect that His 
Majesty’s Government view with favor the establish¬ 
ment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish 
people, and will use their best endeavors to facilitate 
the achievement of that object, it being clearly 
understood that nothing shall be done v/hich may 
prejudice the civil and religious rights and political 
status enjoyed by Jews in any other country.”

It Is unusual for tho mother of! 
several children to escape an experi¬ 
ence with convulsions, for they are one 
of the common phenomena of child¬ 
hood. Causes of convulsions are teeth¬ 
ing. and an unwise Indulgence In in¬ 
digestible foods, or Just too much 
food, complicated by hot weather. 

The coming of teeth usually de¬ 
stroys the child's appetite temporarily. 
Their Irritation makes him cross, and 
mother is inclined to squelch her com¬ 
punctions about food and let him 
have a taste of this or that against 
he^ better Judgment. Hut har vita 
dcjiart when, the baby develops a fever, 
begins to stare fixedly and then to 
twitch, apd she Is helpless to act in 
the emergency. She must familiarize 
herself with the proper procedoze. so 
that she may not be unprepared when 
the moment of necessity arrives. 

Convulsions are seldom fatal, especi¬ 
ally convulsions due to Indiscretions 
of diet. To be sure they are terrify¬ 
ing. but the convulsions which end In 
death have far more serious causes 
behind them

a small amount more hurriedly and 
dip towels Into this and wrap them 
about the child, covering him entirely 
with a dry blanket to hold in the heat. 
Then a cold towel is put on the child’s 
bead and he is left quiet for five 
or ten minutes to allow the hot water 
to take effect. One teaspoon of dry 
'muetanl rubbed sniooth in water and- 
added to one quart of water will make 
the action of the water more rapid. 
Plunge the mother's elbow far into the 
water to be aure It Is not too hot. 
for In a moment of distraction It Is 
very easy to burn an unconscious 
child. 

When the convulsions have ceased, 
an enema can-be given and a mild 
laxative so that the inUstlnes will be 
rid of any Irritating matter. If the 
child Is subject to convulsions, the 
doctor should advise some sf^atlve to 
be glveh. or some remedy lor reduc¬ 
ing fever which can be given in time 
to prevent the fever from rising to the 
point where convulsions would result. 

Keep the child quiet and in bed. and 
cut down his diet. Ijtt soqw one else 
call the doctor while child Is being 
cared for.

PLANT DISEASE- 


ALL Ot'R BOl/TES ARE SCENIC 


Mildew of Hops. This disease appeared 
last year in the hop yards of the Lower 
Fraser Valley with disastrous results. 
Mr. Yarwood haa been of material as¬ 
sistance to the growers in their efforts ^ 
to control thl* disease. Possibly we , 
have been favored with better weather 1 
than last year, but so far thla season 
, the disease has been held In checlr. 
After discovering that the stray hops 
were diseased at points quite distant 
from the commercial yards, he has 
appealed for the co-operation of all 
the farmers In the hop districts to 
assist In their destruction owing to the 
dangjr of Infection from such plants. 
He has studied the relative effective¬ 
ness of Bordeaux spray as compared 
with Bordeaux dust. Much of the in- 
formation he has obtained Is useful 
in the control of other dlsea#es. For 
example he has found that It is prac¬ 
tically useless to apply Bordeaux dust, 
unless the dust Is applied at night 
when the leaves of the plant are moist 
; with dew. He has also found that 
I ordinary-Bordeaux spray may be Im¬ 
proved by the addition of spreaders. 


Important studies in plant dis¬ 
rates are now being conducted at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Sidney, where a fully equipped j 
plant pathology laboratory has re¬ 
cently been completed os head¬ 
quarters for a staff of skilled In- | 
vestlgators. 

The following resume of the studies 
now In progress Is presented in the 
current Issue of the Sidney Review by 
Dr, William Newton, pathologist in 
charge.

One of the rules of golf most gen-1 
arally violated Is thst pertaining to 
the moving of fixed or growing objects.

Tbe club may be grounded only 
tightly, eo as not to disturb the grass, 
and should not be pressed on the 
TTound.

Now. however. Canada conducts its 
own examinations of pilots, air en¬ 
gineers. and other.^ engaging In avia¬ 
tion. and Issues private or commercial 
pilots* certlf'catts and air engineers’ 
certificates backed by the Dominion 
itself. It has always been maintained 
here that Canadian testa are even 
harder than those of moat of the other 
cO\mtrie< conducting aviation exams, 
and that, therefore, these licenses, 
were quite as good as any issvied In 
other countries. 

The "commerctar* license here, for 
Instance, is eq\ilvalent to a “transport" 
license in the United States. I 

Those who wish, st the same time.! 
to obtain P.A.I. certificates have been 
referred to Major-General J. H. Mac- 
Brlen. President' of the Aviation 
League of Canada, who, It Is belled 
will know who la sutborlaed to Issue 
them here. The government Is noti 
concerned In the granting of these I 
licenses In any way.

More Than $2,000 Paid For 
Single Page Notes to His 
Illustrator 

Reuter’s Special to The Victoria Times 
London, Aug. 24—One of the sur¬ 
prises of the saleroom hero the other 
day was the extraordinary prices re¬ 
alised for three Dickens letters' ad¬ 
dressed to Hablot K. Browne, the 
Illustrator of "Dombey and Son." They 
extended to only a single page each, 
and consisted of Instructions as to the 
portraits of Dombey. Major Bagstock, 
and Dr. Bllmbers’s “Young Gentle¬ 
men." The piuchasers, a well-known 
firm of dealers, had to*pay $2,125 for 
Vne and $ 2,100 apiece for the other 
two—a total of $6,325 for three pages 
of manuscript. 

This is easily the record price for 
[Dickens's autograph letters, and the 
value of these was no doubt enhanced 
■t| owing to the rarity of existing letters 
u to the artist. Browne set no store on 
the noveljft's letters, of which he re- 
-Iceived a large number, and foolishly 
destroyed them. The three now just 
M)ld appear to have passed Into more 
sagacious ownership.

O UT of a dozen or more books you select one 
because It bears the title of “A Conver¬ 
sation With an Angel.“ and because Hilaire 
Belloc la the author.

Belloc moet of the time, or elee you do; In either 
case you are at the least mildly curious. You 
open the book at the first—and tltle-^ssay. It 
Isn’t magnificent. It Isn’t brilliant, but It draws 
you along tos the second essay, and the second 
^ntly. but none the less firmly, introduces you 
to the third essay, and ao on and so on. until 
lo and beholdl you have read at least half the 
book and have been entertained, provoked. In¬ 
terested. charmed and irritated. You are quite 
persuaded that these are notl great essaya. that 
the views expressed in them are not atartllngly 
original, or poetically uplifting, or sclntlUant 
with paradox, but you have read, without effort, 
through half the book and only some unllterary 
necessity, let us say, has recalled yeu from “A 
Conversation With an Angel. " 

I do not believe there ie much of a secret 
ebout It, unless’ It le that Hilaire Belloc le in- 
tereeted in whet he writes and can communi¬ 
cate that Interest in an effortless flow of prose, 
^is Is hardly original enough to Justify an ap¬ 
plication to the patent office.- But where, on 
this continent, will you find a wrlUr who. In 
the making of a by-product book of essays, can 
discourse gently and affably, and now and then 
with a dash of spice and vinegar, on auch widely 
relaud subjects as the figure of an angel on a 
cathedral church: why turbots and sea-horses are 
that v/ay, and other creatures arc not; why it 
Is wUdom to be poor and folly to be rich; on 
the gentle art of shaking off unwanted visitors; 
and how funny can that special type of hate 
known as academte; a rediscovery of Dickens: 
on great men who broke doam and cried, the 
labels great men wear, on the Ifs of History 
and why we should laugh.

It is in “The Private Life of Louis XIV ” that 
this author Rat given the complete sttMry of the 
monarch’s affairs with the Duchess de la Valliere. 
the Marquise de Monteepan, and Mme. de Main- 
tenon. One of the strangest things in the life 
of Louis was his capture by the widow Bcarron, 
known to history ,as Mme. de Malntenon. She 
caught him when he was wearied by the fits of 
bad temper and frightful gambling exoesees qt 
Mme. de Montespan. Mme. de Malntenon was a 
forty-year-ol() pedagogue employed by Montespan 
to teach her children manners and religion. She 
was a prudish, rellglotts devotee and the king at 
first had nothing but antipathy for her. but aa 
he came to know her better, he found that sba 
was not only a very clever woman but one who 
could soothe his nerves. The king therefore came 
to love her beoauee she rescued him from boredom 
and for the peace and tranquillity with which she 
surrounded him. She had such perfect .self-con¬ 
trol that she never uttered a word which showed 
vexation. He called her “Your Solidity.” like 
Louts rtte had a mania for detail. Mme. de Maln¬ 
tenon. in spite of the slanders of gossips and his¬ 
torians. was a sincerely pious woman and of good 
morals. King Louis did not make her queen but 
on the death of bis Spanish wife he married her. 
because he thought hs could not do without her. 
She was in her forty-eighth year when the mar¬ 
riage took place but was still handsome. Never 
again was the king to fall under the thraldom of 
a mistress; Mme. de Montespan with her rages 
and her extravagance bad cured him for life. M. 
Bertrand offers some very Interesting comments 
on the sort of fascination that this elderly but 
very clever woman exercised on a man still young. 
He thinks that Louis married her becayse Mme. 
de Malntenon had a virile mind, had tact and 
good sense. He also wanted as his comfort a faith¬ 
ful heart jo whom he might relieve himself of 
sorrows and cares. But. as this author shows In 
his sketch of their married life, the union was 
not ideal, in their old age both Loula and his 
wife became weary of each other. For years before 
the king's death they almply bore with each 
other as tolerantly as possible. All hu love 
affaire had disappointed the king. “It may be 
definitely true," says this biographer, “that Franee 
was his only love. To all women of flesh be ww- 
ferred bis lady of glory, the France whom he^d 
solemnly wedded according to the Uturgy of the 

basuica of Rhelms the 
officiating bishop had. on her behalf, circled hU 


A nother interesting passage in the book is 
Mr. Oreonwall's description of Lenin’s tomb. 
’The mummified corpse of the former Russlsn 
leader lies in a ^crystal coffin which Is housed In 
a temporary wooden mausoleum of brown painted 
wood in the famous Red Square beneath ths grsy- 
,white walls of ths Kremlin. There, e^ry night, 
thousands queue up, msrcbsnts. workers, soldiers. 
Chintee. Peralsns. Japanese, Afghans, and file 
past the coffin. 

The author deecrlbes the' mummified Lenin In 
these words: “Lenin lies on hts back as If asleep; 
his head reposes on a red ellk pillow; hla eyes are 
shut. Tbs expression on bis face Is obe of pesce. 
but If you see him Jrom a certain angle da you 
file out. you will notice that he wears a sardonic 
grin. HU hair Is thin and red. and be has a amaU 
red beard. Ke wears a khaki tunic, and the lower 
part of hU short body Is draped with the French 
Flag of the Cemmune of llll. His left arm U 
flung across hU breast. Uls right arm lisa by hts 
side. 1 visited the tomb a second time after an 
Interval of ten months. Everything was the same 
except that the thumbnail of the right band had 
turned black.” 


In consequence of this proneness to error, 
revaluations are constantly being made by 
etudents of history who go in for research. Men 
or women to whom the whitewash brush hss 
been applied In time past are thus often dabbed 
with lamp-black, and those who have been 
blackened by historians are found not altogether 
bad. not nearly as bad as they have been, painted.

The new portrait of the 
famous Grand Monarch Is to be found in a large, 
handsomely illustrated volume entitled “Louis 
XIV. the Sun King,” by Louis Bertrand, trans¬ 
lated into English by Cleveland B. Chase. An¬ 
other volume In which we get the same view Is 
"The Private Life of Louis XIV.” In which special 
attention is given to the king’s love affairs. This 
book Is also from the pen of Louts Bertrand, a 
member of the French Academy. By reading 
these two books we get almost ss Intimate a pic¬ 
ture of Louis Quatorze as we do King Henry 
VIll, In the new life of him by Francis Hackett. 
Amorous as were both kings. Louis was Infinitely 
superior to Henry In Intellect and disposition.

When I visited the palace of Versailles last 
summer. I was struck by the fact that its builder. 
Louts XIV, had left his mark everywhere. Either 
his face or his monogranb stares at you from 
every glorious apartment In that wonder house 
of art. In the gilded traceries of the ceilings, in 
the carved wainscottlng. in the gorgeous furni¬ 
ture. and In the pictures and even their frames 
you are reminded of the monarch who raised this 
monument to his name regardless of Us cost to 
bis heavily taxed people. And as ypu walk 
through the hall of mirrors, one of the grandest 
apartments In the world, or as you survey the 
priceless ornamenia of art which decorate every 
room In the palace, you say to yourself It waa 
this sort of thing, this frightful expenditure of 
money for the gratification of the aensea. that 
brought about the French Revolution and the 
extinction of monarchy in France. There la 
something to be said for this point of view but 
the tourist roaming through the palace of Ver¬ 
sailles makes a big mistake If he thinks that 
Louis XIV was a royal apendthrlft whose only am¬ 
bition was to minister to his personal pride, the 
lust of the eye. the lusts of the fleeh. He ruled 
over France for seventy-two years, and If French¬ 
men to-day look back to hls age as the period 
when their country reached the zenith of her 
glory, and If Louis was largely responsible for 
bringing her up to a proud position among the 
nations of Europe, aa no doubt he was, then be 
must have been something more than a lover of 
pomp and circumstance, a royal debauchee, a de¬ 
votee of pleasure. 

THE KINO WAR NO FRIVOLOtS WANTON 

And this Is -what M. Bertrand reveals to us, not 
a despotic, luxurious Idler, but a king -who was a 
hard worker, one who had the Interest of France 
always at heart. Louis worked from eight to 
twelve hours a day and remarked; “Time for 
love-making should never be stolen from tlma for 
business.” Hls powers of observation and 
memory were amazing. For instance, glancing 
over an assemblage of several hundred people, he 
could tell hours later exactly who had or had not 
been present, At the head of the most luxurious 
and frivolous of courts, he himself was the most 
hard-working, efficient, serious-minded king 
France has had. Over-sexed, married to an ugly 
and unsympathetic wife, tempted by the most 


in me great Renan and attempt to persuade us 
bo won’t last. He thfn moves op to give 
us an example of how one may compose a poli¬ 
tical speech lasting an hour in which practically 
nothing is said, and m the essay which follows 
makes the point that books which Are supposed 
to hate changed the world may themselves be the 
effects Of precedent causes. With hls love for 
paradox he explains why Gibbon is ths most fas¬ 
cinating writer of consistently interesting prose 
^at ever was. and why be is a bad hlstortan.

the requirements of good translation, and why 
it u poMlble that the next turn of the clock may 
bring back a belief in witchcraft, and about 
bridges and pavement artists, and why Hilaire 
Belloc cannot and does not read modern novels- 
And he discusses Also a couple of other things, 
so that, I am certain, in case you don’t find 
Anything that sulU you in the middle, you'll 
find It at the beginning, or at the end. Mr. 
Belloc will not let you down if for no other rea- 
Aoh than that he hasn’t promleed you so much.

"TIMBER CRUISER" is one who be- 

A takes himself to the forest for the pur¬ 
pose of finding out the amount of tim¬ 
ber available for the logger and its 
probable value. He ts'uu eaplorer with 
a very definite object before him. a spy who be¬ 
trays no confidences and has no need for con¬ 
cealment, a prospector whose Implements are the 
axe and the foot-rule. He It a picturesque char¬ 
acter, not because he ^oves the histrionic but be¬ 
cause his work demands a departure from con¬ 
ventional attire, and like every other vocation 
breeds Its own special characteristics. His "Wood¬ 
man. spare that tree!" Is not the utterance of the 
tree-lover, but has for Its completment. “It does 
not pay." He la nearer the heart of the great 
financial world than the old-fashioned mineral 
prospector. In Vancouver and New York the 
money-kings wait his word with bated breath. 
The diminishing forests of the world, and espe¬ 
cially our British Columbia ones, are his field of 
campaign where he plays the pioneer to the armies 
of the lumber Industry. 

It seems almost an Impertinence, therefore, to 
take the name of "timber cruiser" and apply It 
to one who goes no further afield perhaps than 
the edge of the forest and whose exploration Is 
confined to the bare remnants of an ancient 
world's timber resources: to one who Is immensely 
satisfied with a handful of leaf impressions or 
half a dozen long-strayed cones. But It Is rough 
work and for Us serious prosecution requires not 
only the equipment of the woodsman and tools 
of the quarryman or mason, but the same pqwers 
of patient observation aad careful conclusion- 
drawing. When a professor from Berkeley! and an 
Inatructor from Princeton arrived In town the 
otbar day they had some difficulty in getting the 
hotel accommodation they required. Ten succes¬ 
sive hostelrles in the person of their clerks shook 
their heads and said, “Full up!" If Instead of 
the complexions that aun and wind Impart they 
had been “slckUed o'er with the psle cast of 


thought," or If Instead of dungaree and loggers' 
boots they had been attired In "plus-fours" and 
brogues, I wonder If the reaction would have been 
different. But to be sure It was race-week and 
mid-August, when even millionaires might have 
gone a-begging for rooms. 

But Meesrs. Chaney and Dort would certainly 
haN-e been looked askance at had they given their 
present business rather than^ their professions. 
Exploring moderri forests to the end that they 
may be exploited Is an understandable pursuit, 
wh^ly commencfkbtc; but "hdwklng " leaves and 
bits of wood out of their stony beds seems a 
singularly fatuous occupation to the ordinary 
man. And 1 suppose If he had looked In at the 
Curies In their laboratory extracting one ounce 
of radium from a hundred and fifty tons of 
pitchblende be would have thought that a fatuous 
business too. However, "wisdom Is Justified of her 
children." The study of our ancient floras of 
which the trees of the forest furnish at once the 
largest and the mcMt durable fossils Is one of 
many contributions to our knowledge of the his¬ 
tory of life and to Its reconstruction. To that 
knowledge and reconstruction every contribution 
Is of value, and it Is not the least of bur com¬ 
pensations that the fields least financially re¬ 
munerative to the explorer are often the ones 
worked with the most passionate enthusiasm. 
History, after all. is only the manifold course 
along which life has traveled and the sun of all 
Us reactions. Given the heredity of a living thing 
and we have the raw material of the future. Bur¬ 
bank in his garden was "stacking" the cards that 
heredity had shuffled and making a fresh deal. 
The character of our extinct forests and yie 
causes of their disappearance may yet help us In 
the study of our modern ones where already we see 
the forces of disintegration at work. Vegetable 
dynasties like human ones have their rise and 
fall, their secret beginnings, their spectacular su¬ 
premacy. their mysterious decline. On the slopes 
of the Selrra Nevada the Giant Sequoia, once su¬ 
preme from the North Pole to the Equator, lingers 
in a few secluded spots. It Is a veritable living 
fossil, an "ancient mariner" speaking with the 
voice of the past, yet like the Delphic oracle In 
language that Itself requires Interpreting. 

.tNCIENT PI,.\XTS OF SOOKE .4ND SIliRI.KY 
Dr. Chaney and his friend as palaeobotanlsts 


or students of plants long since extinct, were 
‘cruising" for materials for their elucidation of 
plant history. I. E. Cornwall took them out to 
Muir and Kirby creelBa and showed them the beds 
containing impressions of leaVes of deciduous 
trees. On the following day I was able to Join 
them and show them the plant deportts at Whlf- 
fin Sp'h and Ooodrldge Peninsula. Situated as 
I they are on the shore, these deposits require to 
. be visited at a low tide, so that we had to be on 
the road early in the morning if we were to visit 
the two. It was a p^pasant surprise, to our friends 
to nnd’ in how ah(;it a space 'Oue passes by nhe 
Sooke Road from Californian summer tawniness 
to cool and refreshing green. With that change 
there Is naturally a change In the flora. The 
balsam fir and arbutus's replacen^ent by hemlock 
and spruce are the conspicuous examples of this 
plant change. And as If to manifest the course 
of the change there came up the valley that leads 
to Sooke Basin a whlap of sea-fog wreathing the 
hilltops and cooling the heated air to a delicious 
bracingness, and breeze that bore an odor laden 
with the message of ocean. In this pleasing 
coolness we slip past the little farms that nestle 
under the hflls and the old wayside Inn with lU 
scarlet and white geraniums, till at length we 
see the gleam of Sooke's waters. Then past 
I Cooper's Cove. SaHeenos and Kaltasln, across the 
estuary of Sooke river, round the Belvldere’s hill. 

I and into the old settlement with its maples and 
I alder^ and a^nny farms with golden wheat stub{>le 
I lined with shooks and silvery oats rippling In 
I the wind. Thus we come at length to Whlffln 
Spit, and leaving the car make our way along the 
boulder-strewn and shingly shore to where the 
Tertiary strata form the land wall and run out 
to make the platform on which the waves break 
and the sand and shingle are Irregularly spread 
i about great isolated boulders of Ice-borne rock. 

The place Is a familiar one. and I have already 
I told of the discovery there of the cooes of ancient 
I trees among the abundance of fragments of their 
wood. A lively bunt now began. In which the 
' eyes of the younger members of the party played 
' no small part. First in one place and then in 
{ another the searchers were rewarded by "finds." 
the best of all being two fine cones lying parallel 
to each other. The material Is mostly found In 
a grey sandstone composed of platy fragment* of 
Leech River sla^s. It Is plain, therefore, that 
the river that brought this sand to the Tertiary 
sea ran across the slates in part of Its course 


Just as the present Sooke River does, and It Is not

GOOPRIDOi: PKMNSn.t 

By the time we had examined the exposures 
along the beach the tide was coming In fast, and 
the countless shore-crabs concealed beneath the 
boulders were receiving the reward of their pa- 
.'tlcnce. W> had ndw to Mwlen back to Ooodildgd 
Peninsula in order to examine its shores. Many 
of us know the beautiful approach from the high¬ 
way. the narrow winding trail, the dense forest 
where scarcely a green plant grows on the needle- 
covered floor, the final emergence on the grassy 
flats and'the delightful view of the wooded 
peninsula, the broad Basin, and the surrounding 
hills In olden days Indians loved to gather here 
and feast on the sbell animals of t^e sea^ To 
the extent of these leasts and the duration of 
their succession In time the remnant of the great 
shell-bank testifies. Hard and soft cUups. oysters, 
porpuras. arc amongst the commonest sheila 
found. Fragments of bone tell, too. of other de¬ 
lights of the table. Occasionally from the 
"kuchen-mldden" may be uken an implement or 
weapon of stone or bon#, lost among the debris 
or thrown away because broken and useless. The 
bar of gravel that has tied the wooded Island to 
the shore has Its grassy top broken, probably by 
human agency, but It Is still possible to run a 
car along It. On.the right there Is a projecting 
shelf of Tertiary material, conglomerate overlying 
a sandy clay Into which the sea has cut a shallow 
cave-llke. opening. Along the shore at half tide 
the remains of old trees may be seen Imbedded 
in the conglomerate, and the clay contains many 
rather obscure leaf impressions. Turning the point 
there Is a long exposure ol conglomerate and 
sandstone with fragment# of fossil wood, and In 
the lov cliffs are one or two openings from which 
pieces of wood or bark have been weathered. In 
one of which a bird $)as built Its nest about two 
feet In. The walls of the island are not wbolly 
of Tertiary rock. In many places the older beds 
are eroded < to the shore-line, and in their room 
appear the less coherent deposits of glacial origin 
but stratified, whose worn boulders and pebbles 
show that they have been subjected to the force 
of a torrential riven 


A FOSSIL TRF,E 

We had gone some little wsy along the shore 
with the tide still creeping steadily In when I saw 
Dr. Chaney, who was a little ahead, slowly pacing 
out the length of something and on coming up 
to him I found It was an object of no little In¬ 
terest; nothing, less than a prostrate tree em¬ 
bedded In the Tertiary rock of the shore pave¬ 
ment. Us carbonized bulk extended for a dis¬ 
tance of about twenty-five feet with a breath of 
-about four. Jagged knots showed where hrsnrhea 
had once extended from the trunk. The greater 
part of the tree was covered with the loose 
boulders of the present beach, but enough was 
visible to make an Impressive spectacle to one 
realizing Its great anllqul^ and lu ustlmony to 
the forests of Its day. Carried down by a river 
in spate It had probabljt been one of other beach 
logs such as we see to-day. less numerous, doubt¬ 
less. since then there were no booms to break 
and scatter their contents far and wide along 
the coast. Unfortunately the fossil tree Is situ¬ 
ated between tide-marks and is not therefore 
readily seen. 1 had been along the ahore at this 
point before but never at a tide low enough to 
uncover It. The shifting shingle with which the 
sea will inevitably wear its bulk away may con- ! 
oeal It at any time. 

This formed by far the most spectacular of 
our morning’s finds. For the rest so far as Good- 
ridge Peninsula was concerned, our palaeontolo¬ 
gists had to content themselves with a few speci¬ 
mens of wood, some of which Is in a most won¬ 
derful state of preservation. But our time was 
limited, the tide was already lapping the edge of 
the last place we examined after returning by 
the trail that follows the topi of the low cliff. As 
we re-crossed the bar the tide had made a green 
fringe of eel-grass and Cladopbora, a bushy-look- 
ing green-seaweed, with here and there clusters 
of gracefully branched "reds." On the other side 
In the quieter and muddler waters thousands of 
shore crabs lined the edge of the shore Just cov¬ 
ered with the tide. The flats with their cover¬ 
ing of glasswort and salt-grass were enlivened 
not only by our own little company but by a herd 
of cows with tinkling bells. Under the lee of a 
thicket at the end of the bar we lunched and 
rested to that pleasant music. 


INTER-GLACIAL SWA.MP F08SIL.S 

The following morning we took advantage of 
the low tide to visit the inter-glaclal swamp de¬ 
posits *t Cormorant Point. Following the trail- 
down to Margaret Bay. we turned to the left along 
the shore and clambered round the rocks of the 
point below the basUon erected by the proprle^r 
on the "knife-edge'* above. The deposits are 
rather hard to find now with the network of 
fallen alders that encroaches on the beach, and 
with the steady push on the deposits of the 
slipping sands and clays from the cliff Jront. But 
we ferreted them out with hammer, chisel and 
knife and were soon bifllly at work on the felted, 
blocks. Most of the plant remains are quite uq* 
recognizable, but there are leaves of swamp herbe 
and flattened branches of shrubs, and even small 
trunks. Mingled with these are seeds- A single 
brilliantly iridescent beetle’s wing-cover 1 found. 
But our time was limited still more severely oq 
this occasion, and our friends from the universi¬ 
ties of CallXomla and Princeton brought their 
Investigations to s close. In spite of the hotel 
episode which had ultimately ^nt them out of 
town to the Cadboro Bay Hotel, I think they took 
with them pleasant Impressions of Victoria and 
Its surroundings, and once more our geological 
features will prove to have given us a world-wide 
publicity, though In a somewhat limited circle. 

It would have been Interesting If time had 
permitted, to have extended our survey of tho- 
plants of the past to the still older Cretaceotis 
flora of the east coast. The fossil remains of this 
are very much more abundant, and from the oom- 
paratlvely small amount collected It Is plain that 
what represented Vancouver Island at that time 
enjoyed a warmer climate than at present. The 
nearest point where Cretaceous plants are found 
la along the shore of Saanich north of Sidney, 
but the most plentiful localities are In the vicinity 
of our coal mines, where the shales contain ex¬ 
cellent Impressions of leaves and stems. So far 
^ I know very jjttle attention has been given to

To find one youth In forty-nine who [ 
could pass the test prepared by the j 
astute white-haired inventive genius 
was a matter of shrewd scrutiny of 
answers given to a remarkably well 
considered list of questions. But to 
find five men who would seem best to 
represent Ideals, achievement, industry, 
and who x#ould stand as sterling ex¬ 
amples before the lads they Judged, re¬ 
quired a ripe and mellow maturity. 

Edison, according to persona closely 
Bssoclated with him, spent many days 
pondering this selection. Had his old 
and close friend, Luther Burbank, still 
been alive, the famous plant wizard 
doubtless would have headed the list. 

IIAVF/ MUCH IN CO.MMON 

Each of Edison’s selections repre¬ 
sents a different field of endeavor. 
Most of them started life under a 
handicap, but came over tlM hurdles 
with national and international repu¬ 
tations. Each was once a small town 
boy. faclQg life pretty much as any one 
of the forty-nine youths on whose 
merits they passed. Each was, in hls 
way, typically American. None had 
the advantages of great wealth and a 
“head start. ” Two are not widely 
' knowh to the man on-ths-strset but 
rank high in academic and scientific 
circles. 

There was, for inatanca. Dr. Lewis 
Perry, of Phillips Exeter Academy. Be 
came from the little city of Williams- 
town, Maas. Hla father was a imlvar- 
sity man and a lawyer. Four years 
ho graduated from Lawranoe- 


vllte Academy be was teaching there— 
a master, to be exact. He also taught 
in the Princeton prep school. Hla in¬ 
terest was largely in English literature. 
He stands out as a high type of scholar 
and educator. 

.V GREAT SCIENTIST 

Dr. 8 . W. Stratton, of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, la a 
great physicist and electrical engineer. 
He came from the town of .Litchfield, 
111 ., and hla parents were small town 
folk. When. In bla much dlscuaaed 
questionnaire, Edison asked if one 
should be willing to give up love., 
comfort and all the rrtt for hia career, 
it was recalled that Dr. Stratton never 
had married and had avidly devoted 
most of his life to the work which has 
won him a place In the National 
Academy of Science. 

George Eastman, of kodak fame, 
started In WatervlUe, N.Y., as an ama- 
teur photographer, experimenting In 
dry plates. 

Henry Ford, as most of the world 
knows, was a small town boy in Omen- 
field. Mich., who roes from a card' 
holder in the machinists’ union to the 
outstanding industrial figure in 
America'—and the world, for that 
matter. 

WHY LINDV was chosen 

Young Colonel Lindbergh needs no 
introduction. Hls presence on the 
committee was due not to any schol- 
Afly or scientific achievement but 
largely to the place he holds In avia¬ 
tion and in boyhood’s idolatry. 

As for Edison himself, he once was 
a Jerk-water telegraph operator.

one* of the creeping buttercup, and the speed^l 
looked up with those truthful eye» of blue that 
have led some to call it also “forget-me-not." 

The ditch wandered through a dense thicket 
of rosy spiraea with a few willows and then Into 
an opener space where rushes and sedges formed 
much of the vegetation. Here the water-parsley 
or dropwort was in bloom and in seed, both con¬ 
ditions on the same plant. Its pretty fern-llke 
foliage was all the prettier for being In many In¬ 
stances turned to a purplish coppe- hue. Above 
the sedges and rushes rose the tall reed canary- 
grass to a height of seven feet, so that It made 
a very striking object as one looked out over the 
sea of plants. An English writer on gruses says 
of It: “On the banks of rivers and ponds this very 
handsome pictorial grass may be constantly seen. 
It forms n feature In every landscape where the 
painter wishes to Introduce graceful natural ob¬ 
jects with their reflection in limpid water." A 


rosy spiraea or bardhacK. black twlnberry and 
satmonberry formed the shrubbery that inter¬ 
mittently edged the banks. 

IN' THE MEADOWS ^ 

Further down the creek drains some acres of 
low meadowland where the cinquefoil grows 
abundantly. The connecting ditch waa gay with 
flowers chiefly the forget-me-nots, mtnu and St. 
John'a-worts already seen along the creek, but 
here. too. was the bur-reed, a rather curious plant 
of swamps and moist places. Its shining, bright 
green leaves like swords are alternately placed, 
and the flowers are In ball-like inflorescences, 
of which the upper ones consist of stamlnate 
flowers only. ,the lower of pistillate ones. As the 
latter ripen their carpels give them an almost 
prickly appearance and feeling as If they were 
studded wltli spikes. The tiny yellow flowers of 
the creeping spearwort grew close to the larger 


great clumps of It rose from the damp black soil. 
Here Its leaves were of a softer green, but equally 
odorous. Not so common but still sprinkled 
everywhere was the water horehound’nr gypsy- 
wort. a little Ilka the mint but with stlffer and 
toothed leaves. Its little white bell-shaped rtowers 
grow like those of the mint In the aslls of the 
purple-tinted leaves where they are densely clus¬ 
tered. The dwarf St. John's-wort made moes-llke 
clusters of light green, above which appeared 
like stars the golden flowers I found one plant 
of the beautiful white bog-orchid or habenarla 
alongside one of the green-flowered habenarlas. 
The ferns of the creek side were in order of abun¬ 
dance. lady-fern, deer-farn. and shleld-fem. Along 
the bank the boyklnla waa Just passing out of 
bloom in the more exposed places, but In the 
shade Its white flowers could still be seen and 
smelt. As It ripens the appearance of the plant 
altera with the reddening of the carpels. Willow, 


spaces between. However, there were signs that 
the stream still ran on though Its movement was 
almost wholly concealed below Its bed. 

At one turn where a broader valley was marked 
by greater greenness and the shade of elders, firs.' 
cedars, hemlocks and spruces, a sollUry false 
hellebore stood. Its tall shaft covered by drooping 
brancblets of green 'flowers. The aspect of the 
plant, especially when seen thus singly against a 
dark background. Is almost exotic. It belongs to 
the Lily family and Is well worth cultivation In 
gardens that furnish a moist rich soil. In the 
sandy bed the musk mlmulus flourished, spread¬ 
ing Its weak stems In every direction, and in one 
corner the large or Langsdorf's mlmvilus was still 
In bloom. Every damp hollow had patches of 
water forget-me-not starring the* ground with Its 
beautiful pale blue flowers. The wild pepper¬ 
mint was comm.on everywhere, but nowhere so 
luxuriantly as in a well-shaded hollow where

the neighborhood of one of our little 
streams. 1 spent an hour along Its course 
and In the adjacent meadows. There 
,ls something fascinating about creeks, 
brooks, burns, or by whatever name we chose to 
designate these rivers In miniature. Poets, painters 
and fishermen look upon them from different 
points of view, but all aA agreed in finding them 
intensely interesting. With us they reach their 
maturity In winter when the rains swell them to 
the brim and they perform on a small scale all 
the antics of mightier streams. But I think most 
of us prefer them In the summer when their waters 
are shrunken and their banks recovered from the 
rude shocks of spate-time are covered with plants 
and gay ylth flowers. This creek was no excep¬ 
tion.
